V/hat  are  some  of  the  things  we  should  look  for  in 
buying  boys'  trousers? 

YJe  haven't  finished  v/ith  size  yet  .  .  the  main  thing 
is  to  buy  trousers  that  fit  the  boy  regardless  of  the 
size  stamped  on  the  label. 

Is  that  because  sizes  are  not  the  same  with  different 
manufacturers? 

That's  one  reason,  and  the  other  is  that  boys  have 
different  shaped  bodies. 

So  they  should  always  be  tried  on  for  fit. 
Right. 

ITnat  about  the  material  for  boys'  trousers? 

It  should  be  able  to  take  a  lot  of  punishment,  of  course 
.  .  and  that  means  the  fabric  should  have  a  firm  strong 
weave,  and  in  addition,  it  should  take  a  good  press 
and  not  wrinkle  easily.

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Good,    And  be  sure  the  material  is  thoroughly  shrunk. 
It's  enough  to  vrori-y  about  hovir  fast  the  boy  is  going 
to  outgrow  his  pants,  without  having  to  riorry  about 
shrinking. 

How  can  I  find  out  if  the  material  is  shrimk? 

That  information  should  be  on  the  label. 

So  far,  then,  we  should  look  for  trousers  that  fit  ,  . 
that  are  preshrunk  ,  .  that  are  made  of  strong,  firmly 
vroven  material  .  ,  and  what  else?

Well,  let's  see  ?rhat  some  of  the  other  points  are  ,  . 
the  trousers  should  be  cut  accurately  with  the  material, 
if  they  are  to  Iceep  their  shape  and  fit.    And  look 
especially  for  any  piecing  in  the  crotch. 

Wiy  is  that  important? 

Well-made  trousers  are  never  pieced.    They  v.dll  wear, 
feel,  and  look  much  better.

Another  thing  .  .  check  the  seams.    There  should  be 
a  general  allov/ance  of  not  less  than  three-eights  of 
an  inch.
